Abolishment of County 
Camps and Return of 
Whipping Post.

Brunswick, Ga.,- December . 15.— 
(Special.)—-With many of the smaller 
counties unable for financial reasons 
to maintain their convict camps prop- 
erly, in the opinion of the special in- 
vestigating subcommittee of the house 
and senate penitentiary committees, 


| the members believe the best solution 


of the convict problem in Georgia, 
would be establishment of camps by 
the state, and abolishment of county 
camps. The assumption of this duty 
by the state would result, they say, .in 
better sanitation and general living 
conditions for the prisoners and also 
in more efficient and satisfactery work 
on the roads. 

The committee also is unanimously 
in favor of restoration of whipping for 
unruly prisoners. All four are con- 
vinced that the lash, administered un- 
der restrictions which would prevent 
any misuse, not only is more effective 
but also more humane, as a discipli- 
nary measure for incorrigible persons. 
They state that in the final analysis it 
is entirely dependent upon the char- 
acter of man who administers the 
punishment as to whether it is hu- 
mane or not, but they believe brutality 
more apt to occur with systems of 
punishment now in force than when 
flogging was permitted, — 

McIntosh Approved. 


In McIntosh county, visited this 
morning, an unusual condition met the

Georgia senators and congressmen 
will be asked to introduce a bill in 
cohgress providing for erection of a 
national soldiers’ home in the south 
by members of the Atlanta posts of 
the United Spanish War veterans, it 
was announced Tuesday by Sam C, 
Crane, prominently identified with the 
movement. Resolutions asking that 
the proposed soldiers’ home be erected 
in Atlanta or vicinity were adopted 
at a meeting of the Atlanta Spanish 
War veterans. 

According to the resolution, William 
Schley Howard and Samuel C. Crane, 
prominent attorney members of the lo- 
cal camps, were authorized to draft a 
bill providing for erection of a na- 
tional soldiers’ home in the south, 
preferably in Atlanta or vicinity. They 
also were asked to present this bill to 
the Georgia delegation in congress and 
to request its passage. 

In the resolutions, signed by Sam C,: 
Crane, secretary. and J. V. Murphy, 
chairman ; John P. Haunson, president 
of the council, and Ralph Steckel, 
secretary of the council, the many aid- 
vantages of Atlanta as a city in which

It was stated also that the Atlanta

The state public service commission

Irish Celebrate 
Rise of O’Donnell 
To Cardinalate 


Belfast, Ireland, December 15.—(/) 


fires Monday night to celebrate the 
elevation to the cardinalate of Mon- 
signor Patrick O’Donnell, archbishep 
of Armagh, who from a cottage has 
risen to the rank of prince of the 
Roman Catholic church. 

From the thirteenth to the seven- 
teenth centuries the O’Donnells ruled 
in Donegal and no other princely 
Gaelic house produced so many abie 
men. They extended their principality 


until it took in half of Connaught. 


They held their own in constant 
contention with the O’Neills and at 
last the two families came nearer than 
Gaelic Ireland had ever done to driv- 
ing out the English. 

Dr. O'Donnell was only 32 when he 
became bishop of Rapapoe, Donegal, 
in which he succeeded the late Cardi- 
nal Logue. The diocese soon came to 
know him as a masterful young spir- 
itual leader. 

Donegal had been a stronghold of 
the moonshine industry ever since 
there were licensing laws to break. 
All the king’s horses and men and 
policemen and _ rangers had wholly 
failed to put it down. 

This fe, man from the Maynooth 
Ecclesiastica college announced that 
to buy or sell or drink “poteen” was a 
“reserved” offense, for which only a 
bishop could give absolution. 

That might mean a journey of 40 
miles. There were no trains to Let- 
terkenny, and there was a disagree- 
able interview in prospect for the pen- 
itent moonshiner. Consequently with- 
in five years poteen disappeared from 
the diocese. 

When the congested districts board 
was established in 1892, Dr. O'Donnell 
was one of its most active members, 
and fisheries, lace making and other 
industries were developed so rapidly 
in his region that other parts of the 
west grumbled, but not the people of 
Donegal. . 

He was one of the treasurers of 
the National league and a specially 
close friend of the nationalists leadérs 
John Redmon and John Dillon. He 
was a powerful figure in the Irish 
convention. No man on the nation- 
alist side commanded more respect 
among the Ulster delegates. As he 
said then, the mind of Protestant 
Ulster was not strange to him, and he 
had, and still has, many good friends 
— the Presbyterian farmers of the 
north,

New York, December 15.—Scratch 
the leader of a Russian revolution, a 
famous opera star with a foreign name 
and accent, or a millionaire of world- 
wide fame, and you are likely to find 
a native of the Bronx.

The diminutive champion, who 
earned his boxing reputation as an 
amateur at the Olympic games, where 
he beat the world’s best at his weight, 
won the title from Frankie Genaro 
on the Pacifie coast last summer. 

“I’ve had 12 professional fights, 
seven of them at ten rounds,” said 
Fidel. He made no claim to having 
won them all, admitting modestly that 
he had been outpointed twice by the 
same opponent. 

“I’m sorry the boxing commission 
won't let me fight in bouts of more 
than six rounds,” he continued. “I 
prefer long fights, and I'd like to de- 
fend my title here.” 

But La Barba will not be 21 years 
old until next September, and New 
York rules restrict him to six-round 

uts. 

The champion intends to enter Le- 
land Stanford university next fall, 
taking a business course.

In the beginning they come because 
this first rule is overlooked. a 
constipated condition has become 
shronic, pimples will come even when 
the amount of food is correct, for 
then the body is poisoning itself. And 
after a long attack of them, they 
will continue to break out on the 
skin, even when the internal condi- 
tion has been cured, because the skin 
reinfects itself. So you have two 
kinds of treatment to give yourself, 

The first, and immediate, thing to 
do is to'diet. You can begin that this 
very minute if you have pimples. 
Drink two glasses of hot water, with 
salt in it if you hate the taste of 
heated water. This. helps flush out 
bowels and kidneys. Your next meal 
must be light and simple—little meat, 
no pastry or pudding, fruit and salads. 
All meals must be light and easily 
digested. Six glasses of water, prefer- 
ably hot, must be drunk during the 
course of the day, two of them before 
breakfast. 

Yeast should be taken to overcome 
constipation. Anywhere from one to 
three cakes a day is the “dose.” After 
this the very imnortant skin treat- 
ment must be considered. I think the 
best combination is ‘o steam the face 
at night and rub it full of sulphur 
ointment to cure the pimples and 
make the skin antiseptic against fur- 
ther infection, and to touch each pim- 
ple during the day with a half-and- 
half mixture of ether and, alcohol, to 
dry them up. Put the stuff on cot- 
ton and stick bits of wet cott»n over 
the skin. Wet every now and then, 
keeping on half an hour. 


Mrs. H. C. K.—Fever blisters, or 
cold sores, may be often healed as 
they are forming if you bathe them 
with spirits of camphor. If the blis- 
ters have formed open them carefully 
with a sterilized needle, and then 
bathe with peroxide or any other mild | 
and antiseptie solution.

Roy McWhorter, known as the “dap- 
per bandit,” and his pal, R. B. Gar- 
rett, drew additional sentences Tues- 
day in Fulton county chaingang when 
they were convicted on charges of as- 
sault with intent to murder and on 
a misdemeanor charge in connection 
with an attempted escape from the 
gang several weeks ago.
